AERONAUT LOVER. 


They were not brothers at all, nor was 


their name Rmgold—yet letters address- 
ed "Eingold Brothers, Parachutists," 
reached them. They had with them a 
tent, in which appeared a dove-trainer, 
down on the bill as "Mile. Marchon," 
but really Lettie Martin—as the Rmgold 
Brothers were really Frank Dane and 
George Settel.

The Year of Jubilee! 


Trouble* in Butter-Making, 


A common complaint that comes to us 


by maU is, that "the butterwon't come." 
Well, the batter -will come, if the cream 
be churned at the proper temperature. 
Prof. Kobertson says: I have put the 
limit of time lor churning at 3-5 or 40 
minutes. I heat the cream just high 
enough to make the butter come after 
about Z5 minutes of agitation. I find 
some people complain that there are 
specks in the butter. If you allow the 
vessel containing the cream to be expos- 
ed to the action of the atmosphere a part 
of its moisture -will evaporate, and a 
scum or skin will be formed on the top 
of the cream. That will be broken up 
by the churning, and you will have 
merely small portions of thickened dried 
cream in your butter. Prevention is bet- 
ter than an attempt at cure. Let the 
cream vessel be covered, or by frequent 
stirring prevent the formation of the 
skin of dried cream. The straining of 
the cream into the churn is also a good 
measure for keeping speck of thicken- 
ed cream or curd from finding their 
way into the butter. 
Occasionally but- 


ter makers find the butter full of streaks. 
That condition may come from the re- 
tention of portions of the buttermilk in 
the mags of tbe butter. The addition of 
a quart of water for every two gallons 
of cream, after the granules of butter 
begin to appear and before the churning 
is completed will help to bring about a 
speedy and full separation of the butter- 
milk. When the buttermilk has been 
removed the granular butter should be 
washed with cold water. In summer 
the temperature of the water should be 
about 55 deg., and in winter about 60 
deg. For the washing the churn should 
be revolved a half faster than for the 
churning. A streaky condition of the 
butter sometimes results from an im- 
perfect mixture of the salt with the but- 
ter. Keworking after the salt is dis- 
solved will correct that. 
Fine-grained 


salt only should be used. The presence 
of the salt should be perceptible to the 
taste, but not to the sense of touch.

Why Barnyard Fowls Lay Well. 
It often happens that a flock of com- 


mon hens belonging to some neighbor 
lays more eggs than a well bred flock 
that has been carefully fed and provided 
for. The fact is that in a majority of 
cases the pure bred flock has been too 
well treated. It is a mistake to suppose 
that common hens that are in the barn- 
yards have no advantages. The wast* 
grain and pickings from the droppings 
of cattle, as well as the constant and 
vigorous work on the manure heap, not 
only permit them to secure a goodly sup- 
ply of food, but the compulsory method 
demands exercise. If pure bred fowls 
were in the same circumstances they 
would lay more eggs than common hens. 
It is the pampering of pure bred hens 
that causes them to fail when they 
thould be laying, and which also causes 
lack of fertility of the eggs.

Xo line of business undergoes more 


legitimate changes than farming. It 
requires constant adaptations to new and 
advanced conditions or its followers will 
be left far behind in the onward march 
of civilization. There is no class, how- 
ever, so slow to realize this as the farmers 
themselves. Exceptions are seen and 
admixed, but the larger number of them 
find "things well enough," and move in 
the tracks made by their fathers—a few 
acres of this and that, a small, meagre 
garden, pasturage and mowing in com- 
fortable condition, all showing ease and 
stagnation. While a living and a little 
more are the results of this method it al- 
so has a tendency to send away from the 
rural towns those who, under more in- 
teresting conditions, would be contented 
to stay. 


TUB following directions for picking 


and marketing turkey feathers "should 
be remembf red by poultrynien : In pick- 
ing, save all the feathers that grow on 
the tail of the turkey; also those on the 
two joints of the wing next the body. 
The pointed, one-sided quills that grow 
on the outside or tip of the wing sell at 
a low price, and should be kept, separate 
from the others. Lay the feathers 
straight in as light boxes as possible; do 
not stuff them into bags, as it breaks 
them. Before packing weigh your boxes 
with the covers, and mark the weight in 
plain figures on the side of the box.

Hints to Letter Writers. 


A few simple rules should be borue in 


mind for guidance, whether in a letter 
or a note. In the first place, there is the 
manner of address. Begin any note or 
letter to an acquaintance, or a person to 
whom you write for a favor, an inquiry, 
an autograph, etc., "Dear, etc., etc.'' 
The "dear" is a mere matter o£ social 
form, as meaningless as any common- 
place society phrase, but accepted by the 
best authorities as correct. If writing 
an order to a workman who is to be em- 
ployed, or if answering a note or letter 
addressed in the third person, use this 
formula, ;. e., "Miss (or ilrs.) - would 
like A. B. to come here at 9 a. m. and 
attend to the carpentering needed," or 
"Mrs. A. is in receipt of Mr. B.'s note 
of the 16th, and she regrets she is unable 
to give him the information desired." 
It is inelegant to begin any letter "Friend, 
etc., "although adopted by many well- 
educated people. The "dear," etc., in 
such a case should be used. 


More mistakes, however, are made in 


signatures, and here I would also suggest 
a few simple rules. JYecu- sign your 
name with a prefix of any kind. The 
reason is obvious. If you sign your let- 
ter, "Yours truly, Miss llary Smith," 
for example, you make use of a title, the 
Miss" having nothing whatever to do 


with your name, which is your signature.
